A HOT RACE FOR LIFE.

Close Call of the Daltons, Pursued by
a Posse of One Hundred.

BTART ON A LAWLESS CAREER.

Cuiting Wire Fences on the Run While
Under & Easttling Fire

AN INDIAN TERRITORY RANCHER'S TALE

8. Lov1s, Aug. 1. —Burrie Cox, a ranch-
man of Tulss, I T., and who, by the way, 18
one-eighth Creek Indian in his own right,
was in St Louis yesterday. He guarded 17
carloads of cattle into the eity, and left
again for the land of bucking ponies and
dirty blankets by an evening train. Barrie
iz & six-footer, broad of shoulder and rather
lank of build, bronze-cheeked and sharp-
eved. He can shoot as quick as the next
man, and, as he terms it, “a heap sight
straighter 'n most.” He talks very fluently
gbout his wild life, and not the least inter-
esting of his experiences has been his
scquaintance with the Dalton boys, Grant,
Bob and Emmet, whose names are mnow
veritable terrors to railroad officials Burrie
knows probably ax near as any who are not
members of the ““Dalton gang," the true in-
warduess of many of their feats that have
been distorted or belittled by deputy mar-
shals and express messengers.

*‘I was brought up right alongside of the
Daltons,”” vaid Burrle, “and for a good, de-
cent lot of fellows, they were as way up ns
the next. They were drove, simply drove,
into stealing and robbing, but they've al-
ways treated me square. Soon after they
got to going, they wrote to me and wsid:
‘Youn ain’t got any express cars to rob.
We'tl let vou alone, Burrie, and we want
vou to let us alone.’ I said it was a go, and
since that timwe T haven’t lifted a hand to
harm them. Anyhow, what good would it
do me? 1 might go out and ketch them,
and then I might go out and ketch s heap
of cold lead in my stomach, and my little
wite would be a widow, my kids orphans
and my ranch an orphan asylum.

Nine of the Dalton Hows.

“There were nine brothers of tha Del-
tons, and Cole he moved out to California
early, near Fresno. Charles B. Dalton
moved to Kingfisher, Okla., and went farm.
ing there, and Frank wasa United States
deputy marshal, and got killed near Fort
Swith, Ark., while tryiug to make an ar-
rest. DBut Dob and Grant and Emmet,
they're the ones the ecountry's talking
sbout. Grant held o commission under
Deputy Marshall Carroll at Fort 8mith and
Tiob oue under the Fort Smith court also
He afterward went to the Osage Agency as
a deputy marshal, and while there got ac-
cused of selling whisky, This means the
penitentiary if convig you know. Em-
met was with Bob then, and there wasa
writ issued acainst them both, charging the
offense. Bob went to Wichita, where he
lind to answer for it and gave himselt up,
He was there bound over without evidence,
and Alf Houts and Cyrus Reardon went his
bond for $1,000. You can guess this
mnde the brothers, and especially
Bob, pretty blawed mad. It was then, and
not till then, that they started out as law-
breakers. Ther went out and stole & bunch
of 30 horses and drove them to Baxter
Springs, where they were sold. A man
named Seott bought the horses, and they
then stole another bumeh. They wanted
the money to beat that case at Wichita

rode to Baxter Springs, Kan., with that
second Jot of nags.  The owners of the first
buneh were there getting back their borses.

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W. H. Wachter, of this city, has de-
signed & glant *“Observation Wheel” that
befitsa World’s Fair. The wheel will be
230 feet high and revolve between two pow-
erfull steel trussed towers 115 feet from the
ground. It will be the highest seat of ob-
servation on the grounds, except the pro-
posea Columbisn tower. It will be of
double strength. There will be 28 cars
swinging easily upon short horizontal piv-
ots in the upper center of each car, so that
no matter in what position the wheel, the
passenger will rest as easy as in the old
rocker at home.

The baskets will be ?nnl.il'nll_r uphol-
stered and contain opera glasses, a sliding
table and other comforts for the benefit of
the sightseers. There will be 44 spokes in
this monster wheel, and each one will be
handsomely decorated with the coat of
arms representing the 44 states, The en-

tire structure will be decorated in bright,
fancy colors and in gold and silver brongze.
There will be compartments en suite & la
Americaine, Great Britain, Germany,
France, Austria, China, ete., and the whole
surmounted with flags of all nations. The
carrying capaelty of the wheel will be 280
people, and the time allowed for loading
and unloading, including several revolu-
tions, will be 15 minutes, providing for
about 1,000 persons per hour. In eight
hours per day, 8,000 people at 25 cents per
capita can be carried, The plant will cost
§24,000, will be entirely of steel and will
be run by electricity. Thera will
be four stations to load snd unload at the
same instant. The foundations will be 18
feet deep, anchored with sand. Thers will
be a neat arrangement to proteot passen-
gera iu inclement weather, and the entire
resistance of wind pressure against tower
and wheel will be s stress of 84,000 pounds,
while the weight of the wheel, net, is 180,-
000 pounds, and scats and passtogers 90,000
pounds, a total of 280,000 pounds.

Applieation for an Injunetion Upon
the Sugar Run Railroad.

CHARGES OF COLLUSION MADE.

Biemens Brothers' Tank Process Patent
Declared Invalid

THE KEWS OF THE COUNTI COURTS

The spplication of O, Weidenfeld, for a
preliminary injunction against the Bugar
Run Railroad was yesterday before
Judge Acheson in the United States Circuit
‘Court.  Judge Buffingion also sat on the
bench, and his counsel will be taken by
Judge Acheson In arriving at a deoision.

Weidenfeld applied for a preliminary in-
junction last December, and Judge Reed
granted it on January 7. The lawyers for
the railroad company claimed that they did
not have an opportunity to present their
case, and they asked for a reargument.
Their application was granted and the rear-
gument took place yesterday afternoon.
Weidenfeld was representad by C. W. Arts,
of New York, aod the railroad company by
John Ormerod and A, Q. Dornan, of Cow-
dersport, Pa.

The projected line of the Bugar Run
Railroad runs from Sugar Bun junction, on
the Allegheny and Kinzus Rallroad, in
MecKean county, in a southwesterly direc-
tion, to Bugar Rnn station on the Western
New York and Pennsylvanis Railrond. The
road is intended to reach heavy timber in
the Sugar Run Valley. Its chief promoters
are A, Healy & Bon, a large tanning firm of
New York City, who have boughi the bark
on the timber lands of 8. 8. Bullis

Want to Eeach Thelr Bark, .

Ten thousand cords of this bark are piled
up ready for transportation as soon as Mr.
Weidenfeld and the courts will be kind
enough to allow the Healys to bulld their
road. Bullis is a hesvy lumber dealer of
Olean, N. X., who recently became insol-
vent. He is President of the Allegheny
snd Kinzus Railroad and he and a man
nemed Barse, of Buffulo, own & majority of
the stock. It was the building of this road
that swamped Bullis

Weidenfeld, who isa New York stock-
holder in the Allegheny and Kinzua, al-
leges in his complant that the Bugar Run
Railroad Company has seized illegally a
part of the grade and right of way of the
Allegheny and Kinzus, and that this selzure
was made throughb the collusion of Bullis.
It is charged that the latter, knowing his
own road to be insclvent and unable to com-
plete its line, persuaded the Healys to come
in and build the rond up Bugar Creek Val-
le{ in order that Bullis might make a good
thing H)rlnuly out of his bark contract
with Healy. Only sbout two miles of the
road were built when Mr. Weidenfeld
thrust a stick through the wheels. The
.Allgjheny and Kinzua Company bought
the right of way some yeuars ago, and Bu
has the deeds in his possession.

Bradford Merchants Want the Boad,

The attorneys for the defendant company
yesterday presented to the court a dozen
affidavits from citizens of Bradford, mem-
bers of the Board of Trade and City Coun-
cils, 1hat the building of the road would be
a public benefit, wonld opea up a valuable
lumber district, would help to develop
Western Mellean county, and would large-
Iy inorease the trade of Bradford. The de-

endants’ lawyers maintained that the pro-
_]enled road was a public concern, and that
t had a right to condemn property and
exercise the right of eminent domain. It
was also contended that the Allegheny and
Kinzoa Company had allowed its right of
way to lapie. The oh of collusion be-
tween Bullis end the Healys were denied.

The complainant's counsel held that
the Bugar Run Railroad was s private
afiair, and had no right to seize or condemn
land as right of way. No testimony was
taken, as that ﬂll;e in order when the

-THE TANK PATENT INVALID
Judge Baffington lcﬁou_— & Decision Im-
portant to Glass Manufacturers.

Judge Buffington yesterday rendered a
decision in the pateut suit by the executors
of Frederick Siemens, of Dresden, Saxony,
againet the Chambers & McKee Glass Com-
pany. The Court held that the defendants
have & right to use the deep tank in the
manufacture of glass. The snit was brought
to prevent the defendsnts from using a con-
tinuous glass melting tank more than 18
inches The Court says that the tend-
ency of the glass trade has been toward the
use of tank furnaces, fed at one enl and
worked at the other. On November 23, 1879,
the Sieméns brothers seoured & patent for a
tank of a depth sufficisnt to allow the forma-
tion below the upper fluid metal of a layer
of metal in a semi-fluid and partially solid
condition. The Court says:
